Seek Easement at
Highway Crossing
Over P. E. Tracks

The Board of Trustees referred
to the engineer and city attorney
recommendation from the City
Planning Commissibn that an ease-
ment for & crossing over the Pa-
cific Electric tracks on Redondo
Boulevard from Post” Avenue to
Border Avenue be secured from the
railroad company. The company
has agreed to give the easement
if the city will bear part of the
expense of installing new rails
prior to the paving of the crossing.
The company owns the right of
way in fee. The improvement of
the crossing would eliminate a
bottle-neck entrance to Redondo
Boulevard, and is considered es-
sential if that highway is im-

Mr. Klusman's
written communication  declared
that he was charged with grading
to the extent of $81.25, but that
no grading work was done,

City Engineer J. J. Jessup
showed the board his surveying
field notes and contour maps and
asserted that ne himself did the
surveying and that the alley was
graded. His notes showed that
from three to five feet of dirt had
been removed from the alley in the
rear of the lot. Although the date
for protesting assessments had
passed, the board referred the mat-
ter to the street committee for in-
vestigation and assured Mr. Klus-
man that if he ‘had been charged
for grading that was not done he
would be reimbursed.

The assertions of Mr. Jessup and
Mr. Klusman were entirely at vari-
ance. Mr. Jessup said that the
man who operated the steam
shovel declares that grading was
done behind the Klusman property.
